REMARKS 


Claims 1-1 1 were examined in the Office action and, of these claims, claims 
4, 5, and 8-1 1 were allowed. Claim 3 was indicated as containing allowable subject 
^ matter, and claims 6 and 7 were indicated as being allowable if the objections under 
§1 12 were removed. The present amendment places the application in a condition 
for allowance. 

More specifically, the features of claim 3 have been incorporated into claim 1 , 
and claim 3 has been cancelled. Claims 6 and 7 have been amended to the form 
suggested by the Examiner, and now clearly and concisely describe the subject 
matter that the applicant regards as the invention. Accordingly, following this 
amendment claims 1-2 and 4-1 1 are pending and presented for examination. It is 
respectfully submitted that the pending claims are in a condition for allowance. 
Notice to that effect is hereby requested.
